ENCOUNTER AT A CHURCH 


Ann« Gould’, Former Husband Claim« 


Prlncs H alit da Sagan Intuited Him, 


So Ha Hit Hi« Royal Relative W ith 


a Cana and a Fight Follewed. 


Parle, Jan. .1.— Count Bool da Castsl- 
lane, from whom hla wife, who was 
Ml*» Anna Gould of N ew York, waa 
recently divorced, and Prince Halle da 
Hagan, who ou several occasion» was 
reported to he engaged to Madame 
Gould, had a personal encounter at 
the Church of St. Pierre da Cbaillot, 
w hile a service to the memory of the 
l4tdy Stanley Errington, a relative of 
both men, who died lately In England, 
waa 
in 
progress. 
Beginning 
inside 
the church, where Count Boni says the 
prince 
insulted 
both 
him 
and 
the 
sacred edifice, the encounter was re 
mim^d at the doorway, where Count 
llonl, followed by his brother, Count 
Jean 
de 
Castellane, 
overtook 
the 
prince. Count Boni spat In his cousin'« 
face. 
Then cam e the clash of canes, 
followed by a rough and tumble light 
on the p av e m e n t, which ended in the 
gutter, where the men wer** finally 
separated 
by a big butcher. 
Count 
Boni at the m om ent of intervention 
was holding down the well nigh in­ 
sensible prince, while Jean, according 
to eye w itnesses, was ad m in isterin g 
to him a se v ere kicking. 
W hen th e police arriv e d th e b u tc h e r 
w as holding th e tw o prin cip als in th e 
fight, 
who w ere covered 
with mud. 
T h e 
prince 
w as 
bleeding 
profusely 
from a 
wound In th e right tem ple, 
w h ere he had been hit by C ount Boni s 
heavy Htirk. 
W ith the b u tc h er s hand 
on his collar, Count Boni was han- 
ran g u ln g a crow d which had g athered, 
as to why he had spat in th e p rince's 
face. 
T h e police invited th e two men 
to go to th e station house, and this, 
afte r som e disputing, th ey agreed to 
do. 
AH th re e of th em , b es p attered 
w ith m ud, accom panied th e jiolice and 
followed by several th o u sa n d persons 
they m a rch ed off to tht statio n , w h ere 
th e y m ade “ex p la n a tio n s.” 
Both Coount Boni and th e prince 
g a v e th e ir own version of th e quarrel, 
each claim ing th a t th e o th e r w as th e 
ag resao r, but th e prince alone lodged 
a 
com plaint, 
c h arg in g 
th e 
b ro th ers 
w ith assault. 


All Thre« Men Released. 


A “ process v erb a l” h av in g been w rit­ 
te n out, acco rd in g to th e F rench law. 
th e th re e m en signed It and w e r e then 
released. 
T h e c a s e now will go be­ 
fore th e pnblic prosecutor, who will 
decided w hat. if any, ste p s shall be 
ta k en . 
In view of th e fact th a t P rin ce H elie 
h as elected to p u rsu e th e m a tte r in 
♦ he courts, th e idea of a duel seem s to 
be precluded. 
P rin c e H elie Is laid up In bed with 
his head sw ath ed in bandages, w hile 
Count Font visited th e n ew sp a p e r of­ 
fices, telling th e story of th e enco u n ­ 
ter. 
Count Boni decla red th e episode 
had n o th in g to do w ith M adam e A nna 
Gould, but w as th e resu lt of an old 
g r u d g e be tw e en him an d th e prince. 
H e added th a t th e p rin ce had not been 
invited to th e cerem o n y at th e ch u rc h 
and he w as su rp rised to see th e prince 
sittin g n e a r him. 
T h e count says th a t 
w hen P tin r e H elie passed him on th e 
wav out th e prince looked Insultingly 
Rt him, and th at w as w h at caused th e 
fight. 
P rin c e 
H elie 
w hen 
interview ed 
could only a cco u n t for w h at he te rm e d 
a b ru ta l 
and 
d e lib e ra te 
a tta c k 
by 
C ount Boni and Count L eo n de C a ste l­ 
lano on th e th °o rv th a t Boni w as a 
m adm an. 
H e th e re fo re would not a p ­ 
peal t o ’ th e code, ho said, but would 
allow th e c a sh to ta k e its co u rse in 
th e crim in al court. 
H e declared th a t 
th e a tta c k w aa en tirely unprovoked. 
P rin ce H elie said he reg rette d th e 
Incident principally b ecau se th e n am e 
of Madame Gould had been dragged 
Into it. 
‘‘If th e C ount de C astellan o 's a t­ 
ta ck upon m e w as cau sed by m y visits 
to M adam e G ould,” he said, “ it seem s 
stra n g e th a t he o b je c ts to th e se visits 
now w hen h e did not object before th e 
divorce.” 
T h e prince said e m p h a tic a l­ 
ly th a t he w as not ei ja g e d to M ad am e 
Gould. 
H e said th a t he would w illing­ 
ly fight a duel If th e re w as h onorable 
provocation, 
incidentally 
m en tio n in g 
his proficiency as a sw o rd sm an , b u t 
u n d er th e circ u m sta n c e s h e intended 
to allow th e law to ta k e its course. 
“Tf Boni d esires to get m e out of 
the w ay,’* he continued, "in oder to 
effect a reconcilliafion w ith A nna, th a t 
is his a h a ir, not m ine.” 
T h e affair h as created a g rea t se n sa ­ 
tion in P a ris on ac co u n t of th e n o to ­ 
riety and high fam ily connections of 
^ th o p arties concerned.

Reports from the hospital state that 
Richard Frost and George Anderson, 
two of the firemen stabbed, are doing 
well, but will not be out of the hos­ 
pital for several deys. 
The third fire­ 
man, Alexander McDonald, was only 
«lightly cut in the neck and is able to 
be about. 
There is no excitem ent in 
the city over the occurrence, it being 
recognised that oae of the firemen 
pushed another against the window of 
a Japanese boarding house in a spirit 
of N ew Y ear’« frolic and broke sev­ 
eral pane« o f glass. 
The Japanese, 
bearing the breaking bias« nnd believ­ 
ing they w ere to be attacked, rushed 
out and in great excitem ent attacked 
the firemen with knives. 
F rost’s nose 
was almost sliced off. and his lip, chin 
and ch eeks were split open. 
Ander­ 
son wns cut about the neck and anna. 
McDonald received a slight cut in the 
buck of the neck and ran for police as­ 
sistance. 
When

arrived 
the Japanese had disappeared. 
The 
three men arrested inside the house 
hsd blood on their clothing and one 
had a large knife in his possession. 
T h e sta b b in g affray has not stirred 
up race feeling In Vancouver, although

as show ing th a t th e w h ites w ere not

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COUNT HITS A PRINCE 


Beni de Castellans and His 
Cousin in a Fight. 


ENCOUNTER AT A CHURCH 


Anna Gould’s Former Husband Claims 


Prlnca Halls da Sagan Insultsd Him, 


So Ha Hit His Royal Ralatlva With 


a Cana and a Fight Followed. 


Paris, Jan. 3.—Count Bon! da Castaic 
lane, from whom hts wtfa, who was 
Miss Anna Could of New York, was 
recently dirorced, and Prtnoa Hallo do 
Sagan, who on several occasions was 
reported to ba engaged to Madams 
Gould, had a personal encounter at 
the Church of St. Pierre do Challlot, 
while a service to the memory of the 
l*dy Stanley Errlngton, a relative of 
both men, who died lately In England, 
was in progress. 
Beginning inside 
the church, where Count Boni says the 
prince insulted both him and the 
sacred edifice, the encounter was re­ 
sumed at the doorway, where Count 
Boni, followed by his brother, Count 
Jean 
de 
Castellano, 
overtook 
the 
prince. Count Boni spat in his cousin’s 
face. Then came the clash of canes, 
followed by a rough and tumble fight 
on the pavement, which ended in the 
gutter, where the men were finally 
separated by a big butcher. Count 
Bon! at the moment of intervention 
was holding down the well nigh in­ 
sensible prince, while Jean, according 
to eye witnesses, was administering 
to him a severe kicking. 
When the police arrived the butcher 
was holding the two principals In the 
fight, who were covered wdth mud. 
The prince was bleeding profusely 
from a wound In the right temple, 
where he had been hit by Count Boni's 
heavy stick. 
With the butcher’s hand 
on his collar, Count Boni was han- 
ralignins a crowd which had gathered, 
as to why he had spat in the prince’s 
face. The police invited the two men 
to go to the station house, and this, 
after some disputing, they agreed to 
do. 
All three of them, bespattered 
with mud, accompanied the police and 
followed by several thousand persons 
they marched off to the station, where 
they made “explanations.” 
Both Coount Boni and the prince 
gave their own version of the quarrel, 
each claiming that the other was the 
agressor, but the prince alone lodged 
a complaint, charging the brothers 
with assault. 
All Three Men Released. 
A “process verbal” having been writ­ 
ten out, according to the French law, 
the three men signed it and were then 
released. The case now will go be­ 
fore the public prosecutor, who will 
decided what, if any, steps shall be 
taken. 
In view of the fact that Prince Helie 
has elected to pursue the m atter in 
the courts, the idea of a duel seems to 
be precluded. 
Prince Helie is laid up in bed with 
his head swathed in bandages, while 
Count Poni visited the newspaper of­ 
fices, telling the story of the encoun­ 
ter. 
Count Boni declared the episode 
had nothing to do with Madame Anna 
Gould, but was the result of an old 
grudge between him and the prince. 
He added that the prince had not been 
invited to the ceremony at the church 
and he was surprised to see the prince 
sitting near him. 
The count says that 
when Prince Helie passed him on the 
way out the prince looked insultingly 
at him, and that was what caused the 
fight. 
Prince 
Helie 
when 
interviewed 
could only account for what he termed 
a- brutal and deliberate attack by 
Count Boni and Count Leon de Castel­ 
lano on the theory that Boni was a 
madman. 
He therefore would not ap­ 
peal to*the code, he said, but would 
allow the cass to take its course in 
the criminal court. 
He declared that 
the attack was entirely unprovoked. 
Prince Helie said he regretted the 
Incident principally because the name 
of Madame Gould had been dragged 
Into it. 
“If the Count de Castellans^ at­ 
tack upon me was caused by my visits 
to Madame Gould,” he said, “it seems 
strange that he objects to these visits 
now when he did not object before the 
divorce.” The prince said emphatical­ 
ly that he \yas not engaged to Madame 
Gould. He said that he would willing­ 
ly fight a duel if there was honorable 
provocation, incidentally mentioning 
his proficiency as a swordsman, but 
under the circumstances he intended 
to allow the law to take Its course. 
“If Boni desires to get me out of 
Ihe way,” he continued, “in oder to 
effect a reconciliation with Anna, that 
Is his affair, not mine.” 
The affair has created a great sensa­ 
tion in Paris on account of the noto­ 
riety and high family connections of 
^the parties concerned.

He accuses the three pris­ 
oners of having entered the house on 
Monday night while intoxicated and 
wrecking the Interior of the house. 
When he Interfered he was knocked 
down and remained unconscious dur­ 
ing the night. When he awoke the 
men were gone and Bruton was dead 
on the floor. 


GIFT FROM ROCKEFELLER. 


Chicago 
University 
Receives 
Over 
Two Million Dollars. 
Chicago, Jan. 3.—Martin A. Ryer- 
son, president of the board of trus­ 
tees of the University of Chicago, an­ 
nounces that John D. Rockefeller has 
i added $2,101,000 to his gifts to the uni­ 
versity, making the total of his bene­ 
factions over $23,000,000. 
It i3 also 
reported that the head of the Standard 
Oil company has offered to treble all 
contributions to the memorial library 
which the university is trying to erect 
in honor of William R. Harper, its first 
trustee. 
Trustees have already re 
ceived $135,000 for this purpose and 
hope to add $G5,000 to this sum, so 
that with Mr. Rockefeller’s contribu­ 
tion an $800,000 structure may be 
erected on the campus. 
The gift just 
announced is to be devoted mainly to 
general endowment purposes.

was born in Germany. He became

teer. 


LYNCHING IN MISSISSIPPI.

IN HANDS OF RECEIVERS. 


Seaboard Air Line Unable to Meet 
Obligations. 
Richmond. Va., Jan. 3.—The Sea­ 
board Air Line railroad system was 
put 
into 
the 
hands 
of 
receivers 
through the action of Judge Pritchard 
of the United States circuit court, who 
was hurriedly summoned from Ashe­ 
ville, N. C., to take cognizance of the 
application for a receivership. Judge 
Pritchard appointed aa, receivers R. 
Lancaster Williams of Richmond and 
S. Davies Warfield of Baltimore. 
The 
bond of each was fixed at $50,000. 
Judge Pritchard’s decree gives the 
receivers immediate possession of the 
property, which embraces the main 
stem from Portsmouth, Va., to Tampa, 
Fla., with numerous branches to coast 
points on the East and Atlantic, Mont­ 
gomery, and Birmingham on the west, 
a total of 2,382 miles. 
Decision to put the road into the 
hands of receivers was reached at a 
conference in Washington on Tuesday 
night between members of the voting 
trust and creditors of the road, both 
the Ryan and Williams forces concur­ 
ring. 
New Year’s day application for 
the receivership was made to Federal 
Judge Waddill In this city, but he re­ 
ferred the party to Judge Pritchard 
of the United State circuit court, who 
was at his home in Asheville, N. C. 
Responding to an urgent request by 
■wire, the judge started at once for 
Richmond and was met at Danville, 
Va., by a dozen seaboard attorneys. A 
conference was held at Danville, after 
which Judge Pritchard returned to 
Richmond. The party then presented 
themselves before Judge Pritchard to 
have put into effect the arrangement 
reached at a midnight conference for 
the passing of the crippled road with 
Its $72,009,000 capital and $58,000,000 
liabilities out of the control of the 
voting trust into the hands of two men. 
The necessity for prompt action arose 
from the maturing of heavy liabilities 
Jan. I.

Thia witty nnd profligate 
nobleman (lu* Is always called witty 
niul profligate» to«*k it bit«'» his head to

T H E WORD “QUACK.” 


Its Origin Traced Back to th* Sixteenth 
Century. 
The original and acquired meanings 
of many an old word have been clear­ 
ed up lu the law courts. When “quack” 
had I ta turn, Sir Edward Clarke, who 
was probably quoting a dictionary, de­ 
fined the word as “a boastful pretend­ 
er to medical skill.” 
“Quack” Is un­ 
doubtedly derived by suggestion from 
tho quacking of a duck. 
The quack 
doctor has always substituted volu­ 
bility for knowledge. 
“Quacker” aud 
“quacking cheat” were sixteenth cen­ 
tury words. 
“Quack” In its present 
tense is certainly as old as 1000, when 
It was included in the earliest of our 
Slang dictionaries. 
The original word 
was “quacksalver,” a traveling empiric 
who quacked about his salves, and, 
according tw Henley and Farmer, the 
dramatist Wycberly first shortened this 
word to “quack.” 
The full term, quack doctor, is found 
at least tis early tis 1710. when these 
words were used as a title to the Earl 
of Rochester’s mountebank speech on 
Tower hill. 
This witty and profligate 
nobleman (lie is always called witty 
aud profligate) took it into his head to 
disappear from his friends and appear 
to the mob on Tower hill as a quack 
doctor. 
The speech lie made on that 
occasion has been preserved, and it 
shows that quack oratory has gained 
nothing since. 
It Is not all printable in these polite 
pages, l>ut the following passage will 
show its character: 
“The cures I have done are as in­ 
credible as innumerable. I cured PresteT 
John’s godmother of a stupendous <jplor 
In hor os sacrum, which had like to 
cost the good lady the perdition of her 
huckle bone. 
I cur’d the Empress o! 
Boolmapo of a cramp she got In her 
tongue by eating pork and butter’d 
parsnips. 
I cur’d on alderman of 
Grand Cairo of a scarlet, burning, rag­ 
ing fever, of which he dy’d. 
I cur'd 
the Emperor of Morocco, who lay sev­ 
en years sick of the plague. 
I cur’d 
him In forty-two minutes so that he 
danc’d the serabrand, flipflop and Som­ 
erset to the admiration of his whole 
court. For my pains he presented me 
with 0,000 Hungarian ducats and a 
Turkish cyinetcr. Verbum sat sapienti. 
No cure, no money.” 
I doubt very much whether Sir Ed 
ward Clarke was right in saying that 
the word “quack” was revived by 
Carlyle after it had died out. 
So use 
ful a word is not likely to have been 
dropped, though in Carlyle’s v oca bu 
lary of denunciation it certainly took 
on a new importance. 
It was from a 
court of law, by the way, that Carlyle 
obtained the word “gig.” which, with 
ferocious glee, lie never ceased to use 
as a symbol of smug respectability.
